Ac­ 
tion on this w orrying m a tte r is Im­ 
perative because of th e sta te con­ 
stitution, adopted at th e 1929 No­ 
vem ber election, which becam e ef­ 
fective New Y ear's Day, providing 
for a modified form of classifica­ 
tion of property for taxation pur­ 
poses. 
Consfderable w rangling and con­ 
troversy was expected to m ark the 
legislative action. T h e problem Is 
a Stupendous task, as well as one 
th at is so involved th a t th e legis­ 
lators may decide to call “ tim e o u t’* 
during th e reg u lar session 
and 
m eet later to give the m a tte r con­ 
te n tra te d study. 
A nother ticklish problem staring 
th e legislators In th e face fs th at 
of th e much-*buffeted and discussed 
prohibition question.

spects to th e hero of th e Marne. 
T h e m arsh al was dressed in th e 
uniform ot the engineers, in w hich 
branch of the arm y h e first saw 
service sixty y ears ago. 
About his 
form w as w rapped the long black 
dolm an cape he wore in tn e crucial 
days of 1914, draped to cover the 
stu m p of his left leg. am pu tated 
in a forlorn effort to save his life. 
On the m arshal's b re ast wag the

medal,
